“Qutside Interference,” says Chairman 


HE resignation of Sir Herman 
Lebus from the presidency 
of the London and South-Eastern 
Furniture Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, which he has held for six 
years, was announced at the an- 
nual general meeting at Con- 
naught Rooms, London, on Tues- 
day, when the chairman, Mr. 
Louis Caller, was unanimously 
elected to the office 


 aipieeneege aye the sixth annual 
report, the chairman said that 
the present was a time when trade 
associations had to prove that the 
service they gave to members was 
a real one and one which would 
stand the test of time, and that they 
were not merely organisations to 
assist in overcoming control diffi 
culties 

The report referred to 45 dis- 
putes, but these were matters which 
were, in fact, being dealt with 
under the conciliation machinery, 
whereas there were probably a con 
siderably greater number’ which 
were averted or dealt with at a very 
early stage. It was possible that 
the word “dispute” mis 
nomer; many of them were nothing 
more than genuine differences of 
opinion which were resolved by a 
proper interpretation of the Agree- 
ment. 

“At the present how 
ever, there are a crop of disputes on 
the upholstery side, and no less than 
eleven of these were dealt with at 
me conference yesterday.”

He did not want to say anything 
that would prejudice the position of 
upholstery labour disputes except 
that many of them seemed to occur 
as a result of outside influences be 
ing brought to bear on matters 
which, under the National Labour 
Agreement, should be settled in the 
factories without such interference 

During the discussion of the re 
port which followed, Mr. A. Waring 
said he had been in the trade for 45 
years, and never had there been so 
many strikes. He thought it was 
largely due to the mismanagement 
f the council, which had given to

the Trade Unions more than they 
had asked for. 

Mr. P. H. Faith thought the 
general membership were not sufh- 
ciently “ prodding” the council. 

The chairman replied that 11 
strikes was a very small percentage 
when one considered their member- 
ship, and the secretary, Mr. A. God- 
frey, pointed out that they were not 
strikes, but disputes. He said that 
the employers and the operatives 
had got together and reached an 
agreement which happened to be 
unpopular with a certain element on 
both sides. 


The employers were honouring 
the agreement, but they could not 
say the same for the other side.

Development Council’s Exhaustive Report 


HE causes of accidents in 
furniture factories and re- 
commendations for their avoid- 
ance are the subject of a report 
which will be handed to those 
attending the Accident Confer- 
ence at The Manor House, Green 
Lanes, London, N.4, to-morrow, 

Saturday. 

HIS report, which is one of 

most important the 
Furniture Working Party's report, 
has been compiled by the Furniture 
Development Council; as soon as 
they are ready, copies will be sent 
to every furniture firm which is 
registered with the Council and it 
is imperative that it should be read 
thoroughly. 

The information contained in the 
report was collected from personal 
interviews with managements, trade 
union Officials, factory inspectors, 
insurance companies and indepen 
dent bodies interested in accident 
prevention and from written 
replies to a questionnaire addressed 
to a number of firms in the industry

1. That nothing should be done to

2. That each firm should keep a 
detailed record of all accidents 

3. That adequate washing facili

4. That management should co 
operate in every possible way with 
the factory inspector to see that the 
regulations are adhered to 

5. That there should be a better 
display of the Woodworking

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Mellroy Dispute Goes On 


Statements by Opposing Directors 


AST week Furnishing [World 
reported a dispute between the 
directors of William Mcellroy, Ltd., 
and published a statement by Mr. 
B. M. Lindsay Fynn, the chairman 
This statement was answered by 
Mr. W. E. C. Mellroy, vice-chair- 
man, Mr. B. S. Kyle, managing 
director, and Mr. W. Johnson, 
secretary, who say that the pre- 
liminary draft accounts for the year 
to January 31, 1950, the first full 
year of Mr. Kyle’s managing direc- 
torship, show profits of approxi- 
mately £54,000, before providing for 
exceptional repairs 
The cost of exceptional repairs 
during the year, the circular con 
tinues, exceeds the amount provided 
by £15,000 to £20,000 “as a result 
of neglect to carry out this overdue 
and essential work in the previous 
three years or to make adequate 
provision out of the profits of those 
years when high dividends were 
being paid.” 


Profit Estimate 


It is further maintained that if 
Mr. Kyle had been able to pursue 
his policy without the interference 
of which complaint is made, actual 
net trading profit would have been 
at least £10,000 higher 

A further £10,000, it is stated, 
would have been added if Mr. Lind- 
say Fynn had agreed to the setting 
aside at January 31, 1949, of stock 
reserves proposed by Mr. Kyle and 
Mr. Johnson. 

“Thus the actual profits should 
have amounted to not less than 
£74,000 instead of £54,000.” 

Figures are also given in the cir- 
cular to support the contention that 
business results have improved 
under Mr. Kyle’s management. 

It is further stated that Mr. Fynn 
intimated to Mr. Kyle and Mr 
Johnson a year ago that profits of 
£50,000 to £60,000 for the year to 
January 31 last, rising slowly over 
the next three years while the 
fundamental health of the business 
was being re-established, should be 
regarded as satisfactory. 

Furthermore, in May, 1949, it is 
stated, Mr. Fynn himself proposed 
to the Board that Mr. Kyle should 
receive 5 per cent commission on 
profits over £50,000 per annum be- 
fore charging deferred repairs and 
that this was agreed. 

Mr. Lindsay Fynn replied to this 
and said that the company’s draft 
accounts for the year to January 
31, 1950, show profits of, approxi- 
mately £8000 after charging all 


repairs, but before provision for 
stock reserves “If the whole of 
the deferred repairs reserve is 
thrown into profits, the total would 
then be £33,000, subject to stock 
reserves, 

£48,000 Repairs 

“Deferred repairs are shown in 
the draft accounts at £48,000. Up 
to the date of Mr. Mcliroy’s resig- 
nation from the chair in May, 1946, 
no reserves for deferred repairs 
had been created, .. . In the three 
subsequent years under my chair- 
manship a reserve for deferred re- 
pairs amounting to £25,000, less tax, 
was built up ' 

On the suggestion that the actual 
net trading profit of the year should 
have been £10,000 higher, Mr. Fynn 
has this to say: “ What evidence is 
available indicates that whereas the 
actual net trading profit should have

\ ITH the installation of a slat- 
type conveyor system, the 
American Kling Factories have 
introduced into their five plants, 
engaged on making bedroom fur- 
niture in maple, walnut, and 
mahogany, some unusual and in- 
teresting features in their finish- 
ing process.

Here 
it receives a final rubbing before it 
is lifted off the belt and placed in 
a long, well-lighted room for final 
inspection. 

Before the installation of the con- 
veyor system, it required three days 
or more to put the finishing coats 
on a piece of furniture, with the 
time necessary for the drying of 
each coat, but with the huge Balsa 
ovens which have been constructed 
at intervals along the belt, the entire 
finishing time has been reduced to 
24 hours. :

Another all-important point often 
overlooked by potential exporters 
was the vital saving of cubic space 
in the design A table may be 
adapted in the final stages to fit 
over the sideboard, the chairs to 
slide snugly together, and so on 

All these small factors mean more 
cubic space and reduce the trans- 
port costs 

Branded furniture is essential for 
the export campaign to be success- 
fully carried through. Without a 
“name” there can be no promo 
tion, which there must be. And 
with no advertising and no 
news-stories, the chances of success 
are considerably reduced 

The \mericans want well
